Ilis hand was thenout and
bicody, and there wasblood upon hiscont. He washod
i off in the jewelry store, and stated st he receyed
the wound by a fall on the ice.

Thes: facte wing known, Mr, Michael Jenks of New-

Brupswick wns deputized to arrest Fox. He visited
Elisabeth City early yesterday morning and succeeded
@ arresting him, and conveyed him to New-Hruns-
wiek. Mr. John Mitehell, Coroner of New-Brunawick,
beld #p inguest op the remaing, and at its conclusion
ammitted Fox to jail to await his trial. Foxisa
parried may, apd hasa wife and child residing at
Klizabeth, He bad been absent from hi¢ family for
several days previous to this murder.

"The father of the deceased is & man of wealth snd
wfiuence o this city. He visited New-Bronawick
yesterdsy, nnd his feclings on learning the shocking

THE NURDER AND THE DELUSION.

an actoel necessity for Klling Matthews,

Sly was one of those
weak-minded, lazy fellows who prefor loafing about,
going and coming, to any steady employment requir
mg fixed attention and persevering habite.  He would
spend a day in the woods for o sixpence woith of berbs
in preference to earning a dollar in the same length of
time at sawing wood. While in Ashmun sireet, the
llmilz.mkl n cousiderable amount of their root com-
pounds for medivines to cure all discases, wud it is po=-
sible, thervfore, that Sly made a better business than
be could have done by sawing wood. The prophetess
assured us that evening that they had sold a great
quantity of medicines. It is quite probable that some
of their customers would now be ashamed to admit
that they songht for medical relief from such balf-wit-

Tie Fasatioar Muienya,—We give to-day a prom-
ined sketeh of the religious notions w bich have netunted
Samuel Sly, the murderer of Justus Matthews, for
some years past. 1 we had not promised to do =0, 8
hearty disgust with the whole thing wonld have in-
duved us Lo give np the intention. And yel the canse
of justice, and the science of medienl jurisprodence
may be advanced by the careful study of just such &
rase ns this, Some mén would conclude that Sly was
more knave than fool, and others that bhe was utterly
demented. Al these points in the ease are yet to he
tested before the authored tribunal.

1t is evident that, whatever the natnral incompetency
of 81y and the tribe associated with him, he has had no
kind of either mental or religious training; but that his
mind has been left to grow up like the weeds of the
wayside, subject to any influence that hnpR!:nr-l to
swoep over it.  He wan well culeulated for a Mormon,
a Spiritual Rapper, or Spiritial Doctor, with power, on
the mere sight of 8 lock of the patient’s halr, to cnre
ey dinenge of the afflicted; be was equally good, if he
Las brains enongh, tor s FortaneTiller, & Mobamme-
dan, or ope of the Italian Faitbful who bring thei
horses to Rome to be sprinkled with holy water, to
keep away evil apirits, Though be bas evidently boen
a reader of the Bible, be kas bad no * Philip"” to guide
Lim, and he has regnrded ite detached declarations as
the Grecks and Romans did the mystical words of
their oracles, and nx subject to such interpretat jous us
suited the faney of the listenes for the time heing.

He apnears to have no jiden of the Bible as & great
history, or as exbibiting the gradual dev clopment of 8

eat plan for great purposes—but he makes a chuotic
jumble of texts dnd clhiapters, null_\iug most of them to
“Amos Hunt and the murdered Justus Matthews. Sl
claims that ** the power —meaning “the powor Lof
death, &c,, wos transmitted by regular succession
from Wakeman, the deceased huxband of his sister
and the queen bag of the tribe, to Eben Gould, and
from bim to Amos Hunt, and thence to Judas Mat-
thews, the murdered man,  The fint 1wo being dead,
and Matthews being dead, the only man of sin left is
Amos Hunt, and we doubt not that if he had been ut
Wakeman's house on Sundsy uight, the gang would
bave eontrived to kill him.

The worst spirit of all we beliove to he Mre. Wake-
man, the prophetess, She lived unhappily with her
husbaud, and it is confidently stated that she assisted
in maiming him in & revolting manner MANY years 820,
wo that be subsequently died from its effects, [
Hersey is o womasn of 45 or 50 yeurs of age, wears
quite & coat of black hair npon ber upper lip and chin,
and bas » demoninenl expression of  counlcuance.
She does not look like an ungovernable fury, but like
one that conld come np stealthily in the dark and put
s knife through the beart of Amos Ilunt or anybody
else, and sleep as quietly over it as il she had only dis-
posed of & mouse. We think that the more the case
1 probed the worse it will appear for the parfies im-
plicated.  With the general ntelligenee of the people
of New-Haven it is insufferable that we should all be
disgraced by such excescence upon the face of soci-

ety here as this Wakeman, Sly and Hersey,
